Red Cross Military 
Hospitals 


By arrangements lately completed 
between the Military Authorities and 
the Red Cross Society all hospitals 
throughout Canada in which military 
patients are being cared for, may, in 
future, indent upon the Red Cross 
Society for supplies and comforts for 
these patients. This arrangement also 
applies to Military Hospitals in which 
returned soldiers are being specially 
treated, and which are under tne juris- 
dietion of the Military Hospitals 
at Ottawa. In connection with the 
work of Military Hospitals in Canada, 
the Canadian Red Cross Society is 
anxious that these hospitals should be 
generously treated and has signified its 
intention of assisting them, to the 
fullest of possible extent. 

Members of the sub-executive of the 
Alberta Provincial Red Caoss have 
been appointed official visitors to the 
Military Hospitals in this Province 
and in connection with the Red Cross 
Military Hospital at Ogden the society 
is acting as an auxiliary to the Hos- 
pitals Commission. This hospital was 
originally opened by the Alberta Red 
Cross as a convalescent home for 
soldiers previous to the existence of 
the hospitals commission. It is now 
under the control of the commissions, 
but the Alberta Red Cross is assisting 
with food supplies, clothes, equipment, 
furnishings and personal comforts for 
the patients at the hospitals.
